The managers dldn’'t have a thing 0 8ay
about tha running of the exposition yester-
day Evervibhing was turned over to Juplter
Pluvius, whe handled the affalrs fo sbit
himeanlt fomellime during the nlght he
pilled the plug out of his water harrel and
allowed the contents (o trickl out untll &
inte hour yesterday afternoon, when he shu
off the supply, after which Ol4 Sol matasged
1o gbatter the cloudp and show hia face. it
wan ton late, however, for the damage had
heent done and the attendance at the expo-
sition had heen knooked for the day

To make a long atory short, the attendance
at the exposition yesterday was the light-
et minee the opening of Lhe gales The
expotition oMeclals, however, did not com-
phain, for they realizedd that the rajln was
widespread and  that it extonded 1o al-
most every portion of the etate, welting
the parched ground nnd assuring the farm-
ofe & bountiful erop: they also realized that
with the crop assured people will feel more
1ike gpending money freely and that Iater on
when the grain ix garnered the farmers will
rome In goodly numbers and make the turn-
gates click right merrily.

From weoarly morning until nearly night
thers was a steady drizgle, the raln coming
in small drape and penetrating to the =kin
all who happened to be venturesome enough
to vislt the grounds, While the rain waa
carrying on this wetting process it was Wl
thé same time converting the unpaved
girests of the exposition grounds into A een
of nasty yellow mud, which Iin some places
was ankle deep, Along the paths and avenues
on the Rluff tract and the Midway this
water flowed In rivulets

During the day scarcely 50 people were
upon the grounds aside from the employes,
bt in the evening the crowd grow apace,
though at no time were there enough people
out so thit thelr presence was felt, Nothing
was dope in the way of glving the morning
and afternoon band concerts, as there was
no one to llsten to the musio.

The scenes on the grounds were in atriking
contrast as compared with the previous day,
when there were thousands of children and
many of their elders in attendance,

SCENES THE MIDWAY,

Whatohing Lions Partake of an Even-
ing Men]l n Rnre Treat.

There are thousands of people who see
the lons at Hagenback's while In their
cages or in the performing ring, yet there
arn few who see the beasts as they devour
the evenlng meal. The llons are fed at
atiout 7 o'clock every evening, at which hour
piich one I8 glven about ten pounds of heel.
This 18 eut Into small strips and shoved
through the bars to the ferocious animals,
which apparently swallow it whole. With a
low growl a llon will walk up to the front
of the cage, sniff at the meat and as soon
as It 18 within reach grab it and hurry to
the rear of the cage, where It will be bolted
down in a hurry. When meat containing
bones is fed to the llons they will hold the
maorsel between thelr paws and tear away
the flesh, after which they will craunch
and swallow the bones, or at least the small
ones,

The thatched huts In the Cuban village
attract the attention of all who pass the
giles. Thess huts have framework simlilar
10 the shanties that are seen along the river
bottoms, but there the similarity ends. The
Cuban habitations are identical with those
found in the rural dlstricts of the island,
fiaving been bullt by Cubans who reside
there. None of the bulldings contaln more
than one room. This room Is a kitchen,
dlning room, parlor and sleeplng apartment.
It Is practically devoid of furniture, con-
taining little more than a shake-down bhed,
a rickety table and a broken chalr or two.
Did 4t contaln more furniture it would not
be Cuwban. The construction of the house
{s something that commands the attentlon
of the Omaha architects, but does not meet
with thelr appraval. The frame work is not
#o bad, On this frame work on the sides and
ends of the house or hut bark is tied with
wrass and strings, while a thatching of hay
covers the roof. No doors are seen, a blanket
being used as a substitute, while the win-
dows are square holes, over which plieces of
cloth fop, keeping out the rain and sun.

Some people have an ldea the Scenie rall-
road is a line construcled upon the gravity
plan, but such is not ‘the case. Some of the

EXPANSION IS THE THEME

Advocaten nnd Opponents of the Fol-
ey Indulge Iin Debate at Peter
Cooper Cluhb,

There was & debate last night at the Peter
Cooper club upon the question, “'Resolved,
That the attitude of the president toward
the Filipinos and his tendency toward im-
periallsm s unjust and un-American,” Tho
affirmative contestants were John 0. Yelser
and BE. F, Morearity, and the opponents
to the sentiment of the resolution were
Major J. 8 Mlller and Charles E. Wintera.

Mr. Yelser set the ball to rolling with a
vigorous speech In condemnation of what
he sald was the pelicy of the president and
the administration, HHe contended that
Agulnaldo had Been called in to asslst the
United States and that soon after we made
war on him. He wanted to know what we
were to do with the 3,000,000 Chinese of that
faraway land, should we annex the Philip-
pine lalands. He thought we must elther
kill them off, or hold them In a sort of
subjection, @as he did not think we could
enfranchise them. He contended that the
Filipinos were pot a savage natlon and
that a country that oould boast of an army
of 65,000 men must be able to govern
itself, Mr, Yelser also contended that the
president was without authority of congress
to declare war.

Major Miller sald nelther President Me-
Kipley nor anyone else had ever advocated
the annexation of the Philippine Islands.
The speaker wmaserted that Aguinaldo was
an adventurer apnd that his word alone was
not sufficlent to guirantes a stable govern-
ment In the fislands, ‘He held that the
president had been forcel into the war by
the Insurgents.

Mr, Morearity followed in much the same
lines of Mr. Yelger.

Mr. Winters, (he lagt speaker, laid down
three propositions: ‘That all people would
acknowledge that governments were neces-
sary; that all people would own that civil-
jzation was better than barbariem, and that
in dealing with the subject not Manlla
alone, not the Island of Lazon, but the
whole group of islands must be taken into
conslderation. He argued from this that
a government was needed in the Islands;
that it must be & clvilized and stable one
and that taken as a whole, the Inhabltants
were far from belng clvilized,

FORGOT COURTROOM DIGNITY

Hostilitlen of n ifnmllr Jar Carried
from the Farmyard Into the
Judge's Presence.

F. Gifford, a farmer living near Ruser's
park, pald $5 In Justice Cockrell's court yes-
terday afternoon for the privilege of calling
J. C. Root a liar and thought he was got-
ting a bargaln, He was the complainant in
a sult against Hoot for trespass. The tres-
pass, according to the testimony, consisted
of golng to a well on the Gifford place for
a drink of water. Mre. Gifford, Root's sister,
appeared and ordered him to leave, where-
upon he sald many upcomplimentary thinga
about her husband., HRoot had had trouble
with the Giffords some time previously.

In the course of the trinl Root testifled that
Gifford bad sald he marvied Mrs, Gifford for
her farm and intended to make & slave of
her. At this Gifford, who was sltting by,
sprang to his feet, shook his flst In Root's
face and shouted, “You are a lar!"

Gifford was promptly calmed down by his
attorney, but Justice Cockrell did not pro-
posa to have the dignity of & law court disre-
garded In any such manpner. He said $6
would teach Gifford what he needed to learn
about self-control., Gifford at once handed
the court five silver dollurs, but protested
that he had had provocation enough.

When the trial was finished Hoot was fined
$6 and costs and in  addition recedved A
scorching lecture from the court for treat-
ing his slster as he had. His attorney gave
notlce of appeal. The fine Imposed on Gif-
ford for contempt was remitted oo un
apology being made

The 1589 taxes, however, do not Become due
until October 1 and they become delinguent
on January 1.

lows Interest  fund, 316128; Judgment,
$6,375; police, £0.108; fire, 35,464, publie light,
$0.108, water, §9,108; salary, $6,766. engineer,
$1.460; goneral, $5,845; street copair, $4,178;
totnl $76.006. From this tolal must be de-
dueted the 15 per cent reserve which la

held back every vear by operatign ol law,
As compared with the approptiation for
1858 the reduction 18 noticeable. This year
the lavy was fixed at 42 mils, while In

Luat vear's total appropriation amounted to

for park purpfees was omitted entirely. It
is thought that with econoniical management
the different departments of the city gove-
ernment can be run for & yYear on the up-
propriation without any overiap to apeak of,
On account of the low levy allowed for fire
and pollce departments it |8 not an uncom-
mon thing to have an overlap in these funds,
A 3-mill levy I8 not considered enough to
operate the fire department on, and neither
I8 w 5-mill levy enough to properly police the
elty. Aside from the levies for these two
funds, which are regulated by law, the coun-
c¢ll has the power to levy whit it deoms best
for the other funds. Strect repairs take a
grent deal of the clty's money, and this fund
{a froquently depleted before the close of a
flsonl year, It requires a great deal of work
to keep the unpaved streets In a pasable con-
ditlon, leaving wvery little money for new
work., The constant repairing of sidewalke
tikes conslderable money, as all repairs be-
low a cost of 76 cents are pald for by the
city. In cases where the cost runs over this
amount It is taxed up against the property.
With the miles and miles of woaden slde-
walks In the city It Is no wondey that the
expenees in the street repair department are
heavy. Planks from walks are frequently
stolen and In some cases new walks have
been torn up and carcled away. Especinlly
Is this true In the winter, when kindling
wood i6 o scarce article in a great many
families.

The city officials are anxlour to increase
the permuanent sidewalk dletricts ag rapidly
as posasible in order to cut down the cost of
sldewalk repalrs and fn a great measure to
prevent accidents. A majority of the heavy
Jjudgments against the city can he traced Lo
defective sldewalks. By compelling prop-
erty owners to lay permanent walks the clty
Is, to some extent, prolecting ltself agalnst
judgments,

Rejolcing Over Rainfall,

South Omaha people who are interested in
live stock and the corn crop will no doub!
be pleased to learn that yesterday's raln ex-
tended all over the state of Nebraskn., In
order to obtain some accurate information
on the subject General Manager Kenyon of
the Stock Yards company sent a telegram
to the observer at the state weather bureau
at Lincoln, asking about the rainfan. The
reply was to the effect that rain has fallen
all over Nehraska in the last twenty-four
hours and that the precipitation has been
from one-guarter to three-quarters of an
Inch.

WATCH LABOR MOVEMENTS

Iron Consumpiion So Close
duction Any Disturbance
Cnusen Alnrm.

tn FPro-

NEW YORK, July 27.—Discussing trade
conditions the Iron Age will say today:
The uneasiness and scarcity of labor Is one
of the most serlous phases of the present
sltuatlon. The slightest pretext Is appar-
ently selged upon for an opportunity for a
gtrike. Such disturbances have their imme-
diate effect in throwing the line of industries
out of gear, so closely dependent upon work
to the full capacity i each link in the
chaln.

The lako ore situatlon seems to cauge
most uneasiness In this direation and it
looks as though estimates of the prebahle
tonnage to be hrought to market before the
close of mnavigation will have to undergo
revision. That this has been anticipated by
some of the large Interests I8 indicated by
the reports thnt arrangements have been
mado to haul large quantities of Lake Su-
perior ore to the furniaces by ruil during the
whole winter,

It is somewhat difficult to judge of the
demand. A good manv of the urgent re-
guilrements which come up are really to
cover materinl purchased from but not de-
livered by other makers. The majority of
the consumers of raw materinl seem to be
buying from hand to mouth and show little
digposition ta  place Jlong time contracts,
unless prices are guaranteed, which is some-
times done.

On the other hand testimony from the
leading wedatern distributing  markets for
foundry pig fron all agrees on the principle
that largoe sales for delivery far inio noxt
venr arae belng made at present full prices,
This §s certainly not true of the country
cast of the Allegheny mountalns,

The devalopment of the plg lron produc-
tion, as was predicted. has been very much
glower than the sanguine were willing to
admit, but, while that was true during the
first half of 1860, it will certalnly not be
during the second half. Furnaces to makoe
foundry iron arg blowing in right and left,
and there will be a notable Increase In this
direction. The majority of them, It 16 true,
are seld ahead, but any disturbance of con-
sumption would be guickiy felt.

The shortage of pig lron is most gerlous
in the bessemer plg and It 1s reported that
one large interest has been drawing sateadily
on Its emergency stock and may be soon
forced to supplement lts own supply by
purchases in the open market,

Thore 1s wvery little doing In steel, al-
though very stiff prices are pald for amall
lots for enrly guaranteed delivery, A second
caslern steel plant has taken a large order
for steel wire billets for delivery during the
current year,

In the west and east the demand for bars,

shapes, bands, hoops, ete., continues heavy,
Car bullders have placed some good orders
and genson contracts from the agrieultural |
implement makers are coming In, The
structural mills are under heavy pressure
and the plate mills continue swamped.
